Rousing Speeches By Candidate Pingle, and H. W. Johnson to Electors at The 
Gatherings. Big Crowds Present. 
of the Country. _ Liberal Victory Seems Certain. 


The Liberal candidate fired the 
first gun in the campaign last’ week 
by a four days trip through the 
north country, addressing meetings 
at the different school houses in the 
district. The rallies were well 
attended by the voters who were 
anxious to hear the issues of the 
campaign discussed. Accompany- 
ing Mr. Pingle were C. H. Wagner 
J. B., who acted as chairman of the 
meetings, E: Bijellen, a popular 
farmer of the north country and 
Harry Johnson of Carlstadt. The 
party left Carlstadt Monday morn-

ing for Blue Grass where they were 
entertained by John Lahd. From 
Mr. Lahd’s the party drove to Blue 
Grass school house, where “they 
were greeted by a large audience of 
electors from the surrounding dis- 
trict. Mr. Johnson made the open- 
ing address. He spoke ofthe im- 
portance of the election as the 
issuers of campaign were mostly 
issues dealing directly or indirectly 
with the farmers of the province. 
Therefore it was necessary, as the 
farmers of the Province hold the 
controlling or deciding vote, that 
they should vote for the best party 
and men to represent them. He

showed that the Liberal party was 
the Farmers own party. Inasmuch 
as-they-were axer*ing hand.in hand | 
withthe United-Parmer:. 2" 7" 
and were making laws to “do the 
greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber. .He proved the Liberal party 
worked for the farmer’sinterest by 
passing the Farm and machinery 
bill, the co-operative Elevator bill, 
the Threshers Lein Act, etc. These 
bills were drafted by the U. F. A., 
to establish legislation to free the 
farmers of the Province from the 
burdens and oppressions imposed 
on them by the Machinery Trust 
and Elevator Trust, and were made 
law word for word, clause for clause, 
as the Farmers wanted them. 
(Applause.) Continuing Mr. John- 
gon said that the Conservative 
party is a trust owned party, they 
are using these bills drafted by the 
farmérs as campaign issues and 
are trying to make the farmers vote 
against their own bills. He showed 
absurd it was to expect .o get the 
farmer’s vote on these issues, inas- 
much as if the United Farmer’s, 
numbering 18,000 in Alberta, did 
know how to make bills beniffiting 
the farmer, there was no trust 
owned Conservative party could 
show them. (Cheers) Mr. John- 
son spoke of the convention at 
Redcliff describing in detail the 
proceedings and the enthusiasm 
displayed by delegates in the un- 
animous nomination of Mr. Pingle, 
and finished up by saying, *’Believ- 
ing we have the right man, and the 
right party, there is every regson 
to believe that the Farmers will 
give the Liberal candidate a: big 
victory in the coming election. 
After the applause had subsided 
Mr. Wagner praised Mr. Pingle, 
_| touching on his clean record as a 
business man, his devotion to his 
home, and said he’ believed, Mr. 
Pingle, if elected, would work for 
the farmer’s interest in an honest, 
straight forward, and conscientious 
manner. 


Mr. Pingle’s Address

Mr. Pingle opened his address by 


thanking the farmers for the large 
attendance. It showed that the 
farmers were interested in the issues 
of the campaign therefore, as they 
had come to hear politics, he would 
not waste any time in pretty speeches 
but would dig right into the subject 
and the more he dug, the. bigger 
the hole made in Conservative votes. 


Conservatives Have No Policy 


He said the opposition [Conservative 
party] were a party without a 
policy. That during the seven 
years of successful Liberal govern- 
ment outside of several minor bills, 
the conservatives had not introduced 
one important piece of legislation, 
but had in most cases voted for the 
bills introduced by the Liberals, 
showing they were satisfied with 
the Liberal policies. The Conser- 
vative party has outlined a policy 
of fault finding and weak critisism 
of the government. But they do 
not bring up any new issues, neither 
do they offer to amend any of the 
past legislation, or state what they 
would do if they had the chance. 


The Machine Act 


‘Taking the Farm and Machinery 
act for instance, the opposition did 
not stand up when the bill was 
before the house and denounce the 
bill, they didn’t dare because it’s a 
good bill for the farmers. Neither

a vote they all voted for it. After 
the bill was law, and election was 
coming on, the conservative party, 
working hand in hand with the 
farm machine trust, are pulling the 
bill to pieces and by threats and 
schemes are trying to stampede the 
vote of the farmer on _ the election. 
Mr. Pingle then took the machine 
bill up clause by clause explaining 
what each clause meant and why the 
farmers should return the Liberals 
to power so as to prevent the trust 
owned opposition from depriving 
the farmers of their rights. 


Elevator Bill Will Benefit. 


Mr Pingle then spoke of the Co- 
operative Elevator bill, what it 
meant to the farmer. The bill pro- 
vides a chance for the farmers to 
build and operate their own elevat- 
ors. It is a direct blow at the 
elevator trust which has been robb- 
ing the farmers of 5 cents per 
bushel on oats, 8 cents per bushel 
on wheat, 10 cents per bushel on 
flax. Under this legislation the 
farmers furnish 15 per cent of all 
money necessary to build an elevator 
the government furnish 85 per cent 
of money required. The farmers 
do not have to pay any of the 
principal for two years which gives 
them achance to get the elevator 
on a sound paying basis, and the 
payments are extended over a long 
term of ‘years.,, It is a good bill and

SPEED IN BASEBALL. 


What an Infield Double Play Means In 
Time and Action. 

In an article on baseball in Every- 

body’s Magazine the writer shows the 


wonderful speed that is used in making 


some of the plays. He says: 
Making first base, though more dra- 


matic to watch, {s an uneventful ex- | 


pedition compared with the trip to sec- 
ond. 


ball goes over 300 feet, and if a batted 
ball travels beyond the safe limits af a 
single throw it must be relayed by the 
fielders, While you are watching the 
outfielder acamper after the ball the 
relay line is being swiftly formed in 
the infleld. There could be no such 
quick and accurate fielding af deep 


outfield bits if the outflelder taking the | 


ball did not know that bebind him was 
ranged his line of relays ready to take 
the ball the instant he could turn and 
throw it. Tbe relay line In a profes- 
sional team forms almost automatical 
ly. 
To make a double play in the infleld 
the shortstop, for example, must field 


a ball that bas been batted about 125 | 


feet. He passes the ball from ten to 
twenty-five. feet to the second base- 
man, who wust then throw it ninety 
feet to frst. All this while the batter 
is running ninety feet, a trick that, as 
we have seen, it takes a snappy run- 
ner to turn Ip 3 3-5 seconds, It's a 
close call and a case of utilizing the 
fraction of a second, but with sharp 
fielding the margin Is all on the side 
of the feldera’ The double play is the 
menace ever threatening the runner on 
first.
